health A new research 
project at Misericordia 
Community Hospital is us¬ 
ing a program resembling 
computer games to study 
brainwaves. 

The researchers are ex¬ 
ploring whether or not the 
condition of children with 
anxiety or depression can 
improve through measur¬ 
ing brainwave activity, or 
neurofeedback. 

“It’s a way to influence 
the brain’s electrical activ¬ 
ity,” said Dylan Lampman, 
one of the study’s two neu¬ 
rofeedback trainers. 

To start, each study par¬ 
ticipant will have an EEG 
assessment, or brain scan, 
to determine where there 
are deficiencies in the 
brain. Sensors attached to 
the youngster’s head and 
ears will display brain en¬ 
ergy on an interactive dis¬ 
play. 

“It’s similar to learning 
to ride a bike,” Lampman 
said. 

Participants will learn to 
make small corrections in 
their brain energy in the 
same way that people 
learn to make small 
corrections in leaning left 
or right to hold 
themselves up on a bike, 
he explained. 

Researchers say they 
hope that the study will 
produce evidence that 
neurofeedback is an effec¬ 
tive alternate treatment to 
medicines or therapy in 
treating anxiety or depres¬ 
sion in children.

Subsidies under scrutiny 

Minister orders staff to keep close eye on child-care program

Children Services 
Minister Janice Tarchuk 
has told staff in her 
department to take a 
closer look at how child¬ 
care subsidy applications 
are handled hours after 
the NDP accused the gov¬ 
ernment of keeping low- 
income families in the 
dark Thursday. 

Tarchuk has ordered her 
staff to address any incon¬ 
sistencies with the pro¬ 
gram, along with verifying 
if all applications that 
were received within the 
last year were handled 
properly. 


“The child-care subsidy 
is an important benefit for 
low-income and middle-in¬ 
come families and I’m con¬ 
cerned to hear that some 
families have not received 
the subsidy they qualify 
for,” said Tarchuk in a 
statement. 

Depending on income, 
single parent families are 
eligible to receive close to 
$700 a month per child in 
Alberta through the sub¬ 
sidy regardless of how 


much they earn through 
child support. 

But NDP MLA Rachel 
Notely says leaked internal 
documents obtained by 
her party show frontline 
staff are being told to 
“don’t ask and don’t tell” 
parents about the funding. 

“Probably at least 500 
single parent families in 
Edmonton are not receiv¬ 
ing the amount of subsidy 
they should be and the 
government knows this — 


the situation has been go¬ 
ing on now for almost a 
year, “ said Notley. 

“And frontline workers 
are not being given the 
ability to correct the situa¬ 
tion, so therefore, they are 
very, very frustrated.” 

A new application for 
the funding doesn’t ask 
parents to declare child 
support, said Notely. 

But if an old form is 
used, staff are being told to 
not tell parents they are el¬ 
igible for the funding and 
the child support is even¬ 
tually combined with their 
monthly income that 
could affect how much 
they can receive, says a 
message in the leaked 
memo.

'He was just 
a weird guy* 


Accused killer 'a little off/ 
says former acquaintance 


It wasn’t the first time 
Melanie Munger had 
been put ill at ease by 
Michael Rafferty. But the 
Facebook message she 
received in October 2007 
from the 28-year-old self- 
proclaimed “hopeless ro¬ 
mantic” set off alarm 
bells. 

“He said he worked in a 
meat packing plant in 
Guelph and worked under 
a knife all day,” Munger, 
30, said yesterday in an in¬ 
terview. 

“I thought there was 
something strange about 
that message. There was 
just something a little off 
about him.” 

Nearly a year and a half 
would pass before his 
name would resurface in 
Munger’s mind. 

Rafferty was arrested 
Wednesday and charged 
with murder and abduct¬ 
ing a child under 16 in the 
case of missing eight-year- 
old Woodstock, Ont., girl 
Tori Stafford. 

Terri-Lynne McClintic, 
18, was also charged with 
abduction and being an 
accessory to murder. 

The picture former 
friends and acquaintances 
of Rafferty paint is of a 
young man filled with 
contradictions. 

He was deeply con¬ 
cerned with his personal 
appearance, but also con¬ 
spicuous with his requests 
for places to stay when he 
got kicked out of home. 

While most describe 
him as intelligent and 
even funny, “weird” and 
“odd” are common adjec¬ 
tives that crop up. 



Michael Thomas Rafferty, 28, 
seen in a photo from Facebook, 
is charged with first-degree 
murder and abduction in the 
case of missing Woodstock, 
Ont., girl Victoria (Tori) Stafford. 

But the thought Rafferty 
could be capable of the 
level of depravity needed 
to kidnap and murder a 
little girl never existed. 

Munger, a St. Thomas 
resident, says she first 
met Rafferty in Toronto in 
2001 through mutual 
friends. 

“It didn’t seem like he 
had a home,” said 
Munger, recalling that 
Rafferty was nonetheless 
well dressed, always up-to- 
date with the latest fash¬ 
ions. 

But there were hints of 
strangeness in Rafferty’s 
character, enough to 
make Munger feel no urge 
to maintain regular com¬ 
munication with Rafferty, 
she said. 

“He would end his Face- 
book messages with com¬ 
ments like ‘I miss you’ 
and ‘You are one of the 
best ones.’ He was just a 
weird guy,” she said.

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Suspects in New York 
terror case remanded 


Three of four Muslim men 
suspected of a plot to 
blow up two New York 
synagogues and shoot 
down military planes 
were ordered to remain in 
jail Thursday in what po¬ 
lice have called 
homegrown terrorism. 

The case has shaken a 
neighbourhood in New 
York’s Bronx borough 
where police said the men, 
who had been watched for 
nearly a year in a sting op¬ 
eration, planted what they 
thought were bombs in 
cars parked outside each 
synagogue. 

The suspects then intend¬ 
ed to shoot down planes 
with guided surface-to-air 
missiles but the explosives 
and the missiles, which had 


been sold to the accused 
plotters by an FBI inform¬ 
ant, were deactivated, po¬ 
lice said. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Lisa 
Smith ordered James 
Cromitie, 55, to remain in 
jail along with David 
Williams, 28, and Onta 
Williams, 32. A fourth sus¬ 
pect, Laguerre Payen, was 
due to appear later on 
Thursday. “These are ex¬ 
tremely violent men,” fed¬ 
eral prosecutor Eric Snyder 
told the court. “These peo¬ 
ple were eager to bring 
death to Jews.” 

Police said the suspects 
had criminal records and 
may have converted to a 
radical version of Islam 
while in prison. They had 
no known links to al-Qaida, 


police said. The FBI and 
New York police arrested 
the men on Wednesday af¬ 
ter police say they planted 
37 pounds of inert C-4 ex¬ 
plosives in two cars parked 
outside each synagogue. 
From there police say they 
had planned to travel to an 
Air National Guard base in 
their hometown of New¬ 
burgh to shoot down 
planes. 

“They stated that they 
wanted to commit jihad,” 
NYPD commissioner Ray¬ 
mond Kelly told reporters. 
“They were disturbed about 
what was happening in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan... 
they made the statement 
that if Jews were lulled in 
this attack that would be all 

right.” REUTERS

Prejean’s answer cost her 
the crown, including Perez 
Hilton who went on a subse¬ 
quent tirade against her, 
calling her stupid and the b- 
word. His venom screamed: 
Agenda. Then according to 
Miss Prejean, Miss California 
USA officials pressured her 
to apologize for her state¬ 
ment and not talk 
, about her Chris- 
^ tian faith. 

It was easy to 
| sympathize with 
the 21-year- 
old young 
lady broad- 
| sided by the 



hostile ridicule of Perez 
Hilton and it was a pity that 
Miss California USA officials 
allowed themselves to be 
sucked in. 

But then scandals started 
to surface. It was discovered 
that Prejean withheld infor¬ 
mation from pageant offi¬ 
cials that she had posed in 
photographs in her under¬ 
wear and topless when she 
was 17 while tiying to make 
it in the competitive world 
of modelling. Her Miss Cali¬ 
fornia crown was now 
threatened as she was being 
portrayed as a liar, morally 
questionable and a poor role 


model. 

Donald Trump finally 
came to her rescue support¬ 
ing her right to free speech, 
which was really the central 
issue here, and decided to 
give her the benefit of the 
doubt on the photos and let 
her keep her crown after all. 
It should have ended there. 

But now Prejean has an¬ 
nounced her new political 
activism. She’ll be working 
with the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Marriage to protect 
traditional marriages.

marriage. 

If only Miss Prejean had 
simply ended with Trump, 
re-iterated her right to free 
speech and humbly apolo¬ 
gized for lying about the 
photos, she would have 
done herself a huge favour.

Whenever you have an 
idea about how to make our 
city a better place in which 
to live, work or play, you 
have two choices: Keep it to 
yourself or share it with the 
public and our civic leaders. 
In the old days, this usually 
meant writing a letter to the 
editor and/or to the appro¬ 
priate civic politician. But to¬ 
day, you have a lot more op¬ 
tions on how to get your 
ideas heard and responded 


to. 

It has been said that free¬ 
dom of the press belongs to 
those who own the presses. 
Today, we all own presses: 
YouTube, Facebook, Twitter. 
We can use these channels 
to make our city officials 
aware of where you think 
they are doing a good job or 
where they could be doing 
things better. 

Electronic communica¬ 
tion is monitored by the city 
in the same way it monitors 
what is being said in the tra¬ 
ditional media. If you want 
to make your voice heard, 
you now have ample ways of 
doing so.

Losses linked to equity market declines, executive says

pensions The Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan Investment 
Board said Thursday the 
value of its assets under 
management shrank 14 
per cent in fiscal 2009, 
which ended March 31. 

The CPP board said it 
had assets of $105.5 billion 
for fiscal year 2009, down 
$17.2 billion after operat¬ 
ing expenses from fiscal 
2008 assets of $122.7 bil¬ 
lion. 

“The fund’s decline for 
the year primarily reflects 


an investment return of 
negative 18.62 per cent, or 
negative $23.6 billion, off¬ 
set by CPP contributions of 
$6.6 billion,” the CPP 
board said in a statement. 

The value of assets under 
management at Canadian 
pension funds has tumbled 


in recent months as portfo¬ 
lios were battered by the 
worst financial crisis since 
the Great Depression. 

Chief executive David 
Denison said the fund’s 
losses were linked to de¬ 
clines in equity markets, 
both public and private. 


Canadian public equities 
were down 32.3 per cent in 
fiscal 2009, compared with 
a 3.2 per cent gain in fiscal 
2008. 

Canadian private equi¬ 
ties fell 7.8 per cent in fis¬ 
cal 2009 and gained 2.2 per 
cent in fiscal 2008. 

Public real estate had the 
poorest performance by as¬ 
set class, down 43.7 per 
cent. The year before, pub¬ 
lic real estate also took the 
biggest hit, down 24.2 per

Surprisingly in 
Dance Flick, that leading 
gag is actually deceptive. 

The latest offering in the 
oversaturated market of 
spoof-comedies (a la Epic 
Movie, Date Movie, etc.), 
Dance Flick definitely has 
plenty of crass material but 
it also rises to the monu¬ 
mental challenge of trying 
to scrape something origi¬ 
nal out of a horribly-flogged 
dead horse. Luckily for di¬ 


rector Damien Wayans, the 
bar is set pretty low. 

Poking fun at such genre 
hits as Step Up, Save the 
Last Dance and You Got 
Served, Dance Flick places 
bumbling ballet dancer 
Megan (Shoshana Bush) in a 
rugged musical high school 
where she meets a pudgy 
Tracy Tumblad-type, a flam¬ 
boyant Zac Efron-wannabe 
and falls for Thomas (Da¬ 
mon Wayans Jr. — that’s 
right, son of Blankman), a 
street-wise dancer striving 
for acceptance into the 
trenchantly-titled Just Com¬ 
munity College. 

For all this film’s vulgar¬ 
ity, there’s an inherent 
cleverness with satire 
spanking on interracial re¬ 
lationships, single-parents 
and even the price of oil. 
Simply put, Dance Flick 
shockingly shows how 
few smarts it takes to im¬ 
prove upon today’s spoof- 
comedy. 


Animation’s new high

As the first animated film 
to open the Cannes Film 
Festival, Pixar’s Up will 
forever own a little piece 
of history. But the film’s 
co-director, Pete Docter, 
admits that he was still a 
little bit nervous on the 
eve of the black tie and 
red carpet premiere. 

“It was scary going in,” he 
says over the telephone 
from Philadelphia. “I’d 
heard that there was a lot of 
booing over there.” (Maybe 
he’d been talking to fellow 
director Lars Von Trier). 

One would have to be 
pretty hard-hearted to boo 
Up — opening next week 
— a typically nimble Pixar 
effort about a wizened old 
codger, Carl (voiced by Ed 
Asner) who attempts to ho¬ 
nour the adventurous spir¬ 
it of his late wife by affix¬ 
ing a phalanx of helium 
balloons to their home and 
flying to South America.

While the film features 
numerous colourful adven¬ 
ture sequences, its emotion¬ 
al palette is surprisingly 
stark. An early montage 
tracing the arc of Carl’s mar¬ 
riage is unsparing in its de¬ 
piction of life’s disappoint¬ 
ments. 

“We were inspired by Su¬ 
per 8 films,” says Docter 
about this sequence. 
“There’s something about 
(Super 8) that’s very emo¬ 
tional, that makes it feel 
like a memory. And it’s 
even more affecting with¬ 
out sound.”

Some of Up’s best mo¬ 
ments are all about dia¬ 
logue, however — like the 
bits featuring a pack of 
dogs who have been fitted 
by their dastardly master 
with collars that translate 
their thoughts into speech.

Our hope,” he continues,

is referring specifically to 
Beta, an imperious-looldng 
Doberman whose malfunc¬ 
tioning collar forces him to 
speak in a decidedly non-al- 
pha-dog register.

Relapse was released 
worldwide this week and is 
likely to debut at No. 1 on 
the U.S. pop charts next 
week. 

Trade publication Bill¬ 
board said Relapse could 
sell as many as 650,000 
copies across the United 
States in its first week, 
making it the biggest debut 
so far this year. But the esti¬ 
mated sales pale against 
those of his previous releas¬ 
es, a result of the recorded- 
music industiy’s decline. 

His previous studio al¬ 
bum, 2004’s Encore” sold 
711,000 copies in its first 
week.

lag is very, very real. 

So before I completely 
lose it — it’ll take a few 
more days for my body and 
mind to re-sync — here’s 
what I found on my musi¬ 
cal reconnaissance mission 
through Southeast Asia.

sion and stints in and out of 
rehabilitation.
